“BRANDING” A CAMELLIA LEAF 

Often a beginner with camellias 
will buy several plants and upon 
arriving home find the labels are 
lost, Not being too familiar with 
varietial names, he is uncertain 
as to what varieties he purchased. 
Then, when several varieties are 
planted and labels weather away, 
it is difficult to recall what variety 
is in each location. 

Such confusion can be avoided 
by lightly printing the variety 
names on the underside of a leaf 
with a common lead pencil. Do this 
at the time the plant is purchased. 
This will permit the lettering to be 
read from either side of the leaf 


as long as the leaf remains on the) 


plant, The cut of the pencil will 
cause a slight discoloration that 
shows through the leaf. If the let- 
tering is done in normal left to 
right manner, it will appear in 
reverse when, viewed from the top 
of leaf, 

Another temporary method of la- 
beling camellias is to use a ball- 
point pin to print the name on the

will remain legible for several 
months. When using a pin or pen- 
cil, never press hard enough to 
cause excessive brusing of the leaf. 
This may cause it to shed. 

Of course every grower will want 
to permanently mark each variety. | 
To do this several methods have 
been devised. Most growers rely 
on metal labels that are available 
at most garden centers and seed 
stores, One type is attached to a 
small metal stake which is located 
near the plant. Another type is 
looped about the branch of the 
plant. It is excellent if loosely at- 
tached so as to permit future grow- 
th without binding the limb. Others 
may prefer to make a plat indicat- 
ing the location of each variety, 
Still others may mark their plants 
in code by punching holes in the 
edge of several leaves. 

Regardless of the method used, 
every grower will want to use some 
system of permanently marking 
the variety name of each camellia 
plant for future identification pur-
